A building 
would stand without ita front wall, because 
the rovf and all the floors rested on ths 
party wall, but most front walls had tyrods 
and were bonded to the party ‘wall and 
both might fall. In this case. it was most 
probable that the party wall fell first, 
Lho wallk were badly hondert buat there 
was ne hollow.

inch walls built together without, Hittdiny. 


In gooil brick Inyiny, if. you put a knife into 
any joint you must strike a brick, but this 
party walk was full of vertical joints auveral 
courses deep, and there wero also a lot of 
broken bricks used.

street near the Anamon railway bridge, 
a coolie of the ‘pimp’ class, with an 
umbrella in one-hand and a large ineat 
basket on his shoulder, dcliberatcty 
walked out of his way, and, passing 
close to Mr Renault's helmet, almost 
knocking it from his head, Mr Renault, 
although sceing that the fan acted 
deliberately, merely pusled bin aside, 
remonstrated with liu for his careless. 
ness, and proceeded “up one of the 
narrow streets nexr by. Me Renault 
lad not gone fay, however, before the 
coolie, whe had dropped his basket in 
the street, rushed at him and strack 
him on the nose with his umbrella, Mr 
Renault at once struck ut the mau in 
self-defence, aud, entering a house near 
by, requested the occupants to summon 
a policeman. This they seemed 
reluctant to do, although willing to 
afford him shelter, and the coolie again 
Tushed at Mr Renault und attacked 
him, By this time a crowd had 
policeman appeared on the scene. Mr 
Renault then suggested to the 
that both he and the coolie~ should 
proceed to the folice station, as he 
wished the case reported, but the coolie 
refused to go volunturily. After a good 
deal_of argument with the policeman, 
Mr Renault at last persuaded him to 
compel the man to accompany. him to 
the station. : 

On arrival at the Kobe Police Station 
Mr Renault asked to sec the Inspector, 
but instead of being allowed to explain 
matters to the officials, he was kept 
waiting until his assailant and the 
policeman, who had not witnessed the 
assault, had gone into another room 
and given their version of the affair.
